The  number  of  live  births  was  very  much  in  line  with  previous  years 
and  represents  a normal  increase  in  the  population*  The  absence  of 
still  births  is  a matter  for  satisfaction.  This  is  the  third 
successive  year  without  still  births. 

Deaths  numbered  49  which  is  again  very  similar  to  previous  years.

Both  Births  and  Deaths  rates,  when  standardised  for  comparison  with 
other  areas  and  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  are  satisfactory. 

The  figures  relating  to  deaths  show  a picture  which  is  very  similar 
to  that  of  previous  years  and  is  more  or  less  parallel  to  the  figures 
for  other  areas. 

It  will  be  noted  that  female  deaths  in  1969  outnumbered  the  male  by 
approximately  two  to  one.  This  female  preponderance  of  course  is 
reflected  in  the  breakdown  by  causes  and  this  should  be  allowed  for 
when  examining  the  figurers. 

Heart  c'isease  in  its  various  forms  is  the  most  prevalent  group  of  causes 
of  death  while  the  next  in  magnitude  is  the  group  of  malignant  diseases 
followed  by  diseases  of  the  lungs  and  circulatory  system.  The  actual 
breakdown  into  individual  types  of  diseases  is  shown  in  the  table. 

There  wore  no  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  associated  with 
childbirth  or  pregnancy  and  there  were  no  accidental  deaths.

In  general,  conditions  in  the  town  aro  satisfactory  although  there 
are  some  areas,  particularly  in  the  more  central  parts  of  the  town 
where  the  property  is  older  and  more  cramped  for  space.  In  some 
of  these  natural  lighting  and  ventilation  prove  more  difficult 
and  this  type,;  of  property  requires  regular  supervision. 


The  holiday  caravan  site,  which  over  the  years  has  become  a feature 
of  Aldeburgh,  has  continued  to  be  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition,  and  due  regard  is  paid  to  the  amenities.

no  chemical  evidence  of  pollution.  The  salinty  is  markedly 
lower  than  that  of  the  sample  taken  in  July  1968  and  is 
much  closer  to  that  of  the  sample  taken  in  July,  1967.  The 
remainder  of  the  analysis  is  similar  to  that  of  previous 
samples.  In  our  opinion  this  water  is  suitable  for  drinking 
and  general  purposes.
